DISCUSSION: 


Chairman of the Ad Hoc Group reported on the 
amendments which had been made in the Committee's BLINT plan in response 
to the recommendations of the Steering Group. He handed out a change 
sheet recommending certain amendments which had been proposed by the 
Joint Staff Member and approved by the Army, Navy and NSA Members. 


The Air Force Member started a discussion on the matter of liaison 
under conditions of total or partial evacuation. This discussion was 
broadened to include the community's understanding of channels and the 
general functions of liaison. 


As the Ad Hoc Group is scheduled to discuss the matter with the 
Chairman of the Steering Group, the CIA Member recommended that the 
paper be returned to the working group for submission of a revised version 
after this conference. This was agreed.
